QUOTE: LEAVING AFGHANISTAN AFTER MUCH TOO BRIEF A STAY OF ONLY A 
FEW HOURS IN THIS FASCINATING COUNTRY, I SHOULD LIKE TO THANK 
HIS MAJESTY KING ZAHIR AND PRIME MINISTER SHAFIQ FOR THEIR GREAT 
KINDNESS AND FOR THE WARM WELCOME WE HAVE ENCOUNTERED. NOW I CAN 
UNDERSTAND WHY WFGHAN HOSPITALITY IS SO UNIVERSALLY RENOWNED. 
DURING THESE FEW HOURS WITH YOUR LEADERS, MY KNOWLEDGE AND 
ADMIRATION OF AFGHANISTAN HAVE BEEN REINFORCED. 

IN OUR MEETINGS I HAVE HEARD OF THE MANY PRECEDENT- SHATTERING 
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MEASURES TAKEN BY THE AFGHAN GOVERNMENT IN RECENT MONTHS, 

ACTIONS 

WHICH HOLD OUT REAL HOPE FOR AN ACCELERATION IN THE PACE OF 
AFGHANISTAN' S DEVELOPMENT. INCREASED TAX COLLECTIONS, NEW 
LEGISLATION IN MANY FIELDS, CLOSER COOPERATION AMONG THE EXECUTIVE, 
LEGISLATIVE, AND IUDICIAL ARMS OF YOUR GOVERNMENT, REORGANIZATION 
OF YOUR MINISTRY STRUCTURE; THESE AND MANY MORE ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
ILLUSTRATE THE ENERGY AND CREATIVITY BEING APPLIED TO AFGHANISTAN' S 
PROBLEMS. ( AND IN THE FOREIGN AFFAIRS REALM, THE CONCLUSION OF

WE ALONG WITH MANY OTHER NATIONS HAVE LONG PROVIDED TECHNICAL AND 
ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO HELP FORWARD AFGHANISTAN' S MODERNIZATION 
AND ECONOMIC GROWTH. THE ENERGETIC, SELF- RELIANT MEASURES YOUR 
GOVERNMENT NOW IS TAKING TO MOBILIZE MORE OF ITS OWN RESOURCES 
FOR DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS ARE VERY ENCOURAGING, NOT ONLY TO US 
BUT UNDOUBTEDLY TO OTHER DONOR NATIONS AND AGENCIES. WE HAVE

AMONG THE MANY TOPICS I DISCUSSED WITH PRIME MINISTER 
SHAFIQ I WAS PARTICULARLY HEARTENED TO HEAR HIM AGAIN REITERATE 
HIS GOVERNMENT' S DETERMINATION TO PLAY AN ACTIVE ROLE IN THE 
INTERNATIONAL CRUSADE AGAINST NARCOTICS TRAFFIC. FOR THIS CRUSADE

I LEAVE AFGHANISTAN CONVINCED THAT THE EXCELLENT RELATIONS 
WHICH HAVE LONG EXISTED BETWEEN OUR NATIONS ARE FIRMLY BASED AND 
SHOULD BE EVER MORE STRONGLY REINFORCED IN THE MONTHS AHEAD.
